I was looking over the report I made in last year's Annual Report, and 
realized that there could be little change I could make in this one, except to 
announce that the fears we expressed in 1972 have now become = realization, ard 
that we have petitioned the Diocese for a change in status, so that we would be 


eligible for assistance in the coming year, 


If we could only understand - 

(a) why parents are willing for their children to come to Church 
School and Church, but will not have a meaningful spiritual 
life of their own; or 

(b) why so many of our members seem satisfied with only a nominal 
involvement in the life and worship of their Church; or 

(c) why members will pledge a definite amount for the support of 
the Church's program — often a minimal pledge, at best - and 
then use only the envelope for the Service they attend; or 

(a) why so many activities of our life as a parish family go un- 
supported; or 

(e) why an appreciable number of our members make no pledge at 
alt: or 

(£) why some accept the privileges of Church membership without 
accepting any of the responsibilities; or 

(g) why, in some families, the husband is active but the wife is 
not, or the wife is active but the husband is not; or 

(h) why people are lax about arranging to transfer to our parish 
from their former church home, or apply for Confirmation if 
they come to us from another denomination, or ask for Baptism 
for un-Baptized children; then 

~ the problems that presently 
confront us would, in great measure, find solution, and our future well-being 
would be assured. We have been facing these problems, and are determined to 


solve them in the year ahead. 


The year has nad its quota of successes and disappointments. We have 
been in the throes of growth in the Church School, with a membership now of more 
than 50 Officers, Teachers, and Pupils, with competent staff, and a meaningful 
teaching program. One difficulty lies in the large percentage of absenteeism, 
and we are hoping that this will change. 

Attendance at the services of worship has not improved over past years, 
and this should be one of our objectives in 19743 to improve attendance - to draw 
more people to our services of worship. 

in the last summary relating to financial support of the parish, it was 
noted that less than half of our membership have pledged all of our income from this 
source. I am sure that many of those who do not pledge are young people, older folk 


on a severely restricted income, and those in process of being Traysferred or Confir- 


med, Does it also contain those who have been lax about pledging? Please realize that 
pledging is the only type of giving upon which we can develop our annual Budget, and 
that a congregation that gives full support to the parish program is one that is ful- 
filling its mandate to "work and pray and give", as defined in the Confirmation rite. 

To work and pray and give = fully — would bring us close to the amount we 
will need in 1974 to fully support our program here at the Church of Saint Matthias, 
would fully staff our Altar Guild, our Senior and Junior Choirs, our Acolytes' 

Guild, and our Churchwomen, and, hopefully, re-constitute a chapter of Episcopal 
Young Churchmen in our parish. Moreover, we have been searching to find ways of adding 
to our income from outside sources, and we shall continue earnestly to do so, 

The year of 1973 has been one of loss to the parish through death of many 
of our older members; Agnes Otto, William Watson, F. Phyllis Livezey, Sarah Ploetz, and 
William Johnson. How reluctantly do I add the name of Mary Jane Mauch to this list. 
How much a wife adds to the life, the dreams, and the aspirations of a husband is real= 
ized fully only after the wife has passed away. How much she contributed to the life 
and work of this parish is as apparent to you as her terrible loss is to me. 

“May the souls of the Faithful Departed rest in 
peace, and may Light Perpetual shine upon them" 

My prayer for 1974 is that we continue to seek to do His will as fully as He 
reveals it to us; that we stand just as tall as we are capable as children of the 
Fathers that we stedfastly show His face to those that walk in darkness; that we treat 
all people as His; and that we all become actively involved in this parish, so that she 
can herself stand tall in her destiny, a vineyard in which we can labor, grow, and love.

RE ७ TI OR S WARDEN REPORT 


Ihis report I believe, is the most difficult one I have ever 
had to write during my years of service in the Church of Saint 
Matthias. The loss of Mrs. Mauch (Mary Jane) in July was a major 
loss to the Parish. Not only because of her being the Rector's wife, 
but because of the many contributions she made of her talent, all 
unobtrusively. We know that she has gone on to greater things in 
the service of our Lord, and while the Parish feels her passing, her 
influence has left a lasting mark on our Parish life. 

To list the actual happenings over the past year is no great 
problem, for most of them are shown in the other reports in this 
brochures However, the agonizing, sweat and tears of some of our 
members that made these events possible will never be reported. 

Our numbers of contributing members are still shrinking, and 
the activities which are so much a part of an active Parish are 
rapidly fading into limbo. We have no Youth activity, no effective 
Young Married Group, the Acolyte Guild is a name only, and the Men's 
Club long a thing of the past. 

One of the organizations still functioning is the Altar Guild, 
composed of four dedicated ladies whose work does so much to enhance 
the beauty of our Church. The advent of Mrs. Kritler to this group 


is greatly appreciated by all, 


The Women of the Church are more than ever the back bone 
of the Parish, and their daily efforts resulted in gifts to the 
Church totaling $1,000.00 this past year, which kept our deficit 
from being 25% greater. 

Ve have always had Ushers at our services, tho not always 
the men scheduled for that particular day. 

Our Choirs have really been depleted, and many thanks are 
due to those members who are still giving of tboir ting and talents re 
under difficult conditions. 

Your Vestry has had many in depth discussions, trying to 
evolve ways of drawing more interested people into the work of 
our Church, without too much success. 

There are two areas where our newer members were out- 
standing = 

i.Church School = this is totally staffed by our newer 
members under the direction of Mr. Lionel King, whose 
interesting report is included elsewhere. 

ZoIhe Dinner held in conjunction with the Bazaar. The 
girls who, under the direction of Mrs. Carmint, waited 
on tables, were from our Church School and/or Youth Choir. 

The Youth Choir helped immeasureably during the latter 
part of the year, but their interest seems to have waned e 

The various committees of the Vestry functioned in a 
satisfactory manner, but special mention should be made of the 
work done by Charles C. Jones, the Chairman of the Property 


Committee. He has labored long and well.

Due to the amendment to the By=Laws passed at the October 
Meeting of the Vestry restriction on the length of service for 
Vestry members was removed, with the result there is only one new 
member this year, Mrs. Lionel King (Ena). We welcome her, and 
I am sure she will be most effective. 

À good example of the loyalty of some of our members is Mr. 
Edward McDougall, who so capably filled the responsibilities of 
the Accounting Warden during his three month absence, Ed chose 
not to accept the nomination to the Vestry for another term in 
order to make room for new blood. Despite this, he has accepted 
assignment to the Finance Committee, and is the Assistant Accounting 
Warden e 

The year 1974 has seen more non-Vestry members appointed to 
Committees, and we hope in this manner to make use of our members 
talents and stimulate interest. 

Bishop Ogilby met with the Vestry at our December meeting, 
and after reviewing our presentation, informed us he would stand 
ready to assist us, but we must tell him what we wanted. Based 
on this, at the 1974 January meeting the Vestry unanimously voted 
to apply to the Diocesan Council for change of status from an 
independent Parish to that of an aided Parish. This was formally 


presented to the Diocese on January 22, 1974. 


In my report for 1968, I stated, " We have no problems that 


additional interested members will not overcome. Let us become 


evangelistic and bring those members in."

Financially, the year 1973 was a bad one for our Parish, 
The *Balance Sheet*, which follows the detailed report of our 
Receipts and Disbursements, shows that we finished the year with 
a working capital of nearly $4,200.00 less than when we began it, 

Thus, unless there is some help forthcoming from the 
Diocese, it will be necessary for us to dispose of some, or all 
of our securities in 1974. 

While our attendance again declined, it was the smallest 
decrease of any year since 1969. 

Our giving for Parish use remained about the same despite 
our fewer numbers. 

But again, salaries alone were more than the total amount 
received through Plate, Envelopes and Special Offerings. 

Our application for Aided Parish siai hes been forwarded 
to the Diocese, and it is hoped that some way can be found for us 
te continue our ministry 

L should like to thank our Assistant Accounting Warden, 
Edward MeDougall for taking over my duties during my more than 
four months absence from the Parish, |
